Stocks broke disastrously today when tho 
rate for call money rose to 35 per cent 
and the market was almost in a panic 
just before at the close.

“The money situation alone has unset- 
tled the stock market. Underlying con- 
ditions are safe and reassuring as ever. 
I think the plans of relief set afoot by 
the secretary of the treasury will ease 
the situation shortly.’ 

The whole list went down in today’s 
slump led by Louisville and Nashville, 
which lost over 11 points, ang St. Paul, 
which lost about 10. Gilt-edge stocks like 
Pennsylvania dropped from 4 to 6 
points.

J. P. Morgan poured millions into the 
market in vain. More than twenty mil- 
lion dollars was paid out by Morgan & 
Co. anticipating interest due October 1, 
but the only effect it had was to break 
the price of money from 35 to 20 per 
cent. It did not stay the downward de- 
luge of liquidation. 


Cause of Stringency. 

There is high authority for saying 
that the real cause of the money strin- 
gency is that J. P. Morgan & Co. are 
buying up all the foreign bills of ex- 
change to pay the English stockholders 
cash for their stocks surrendered in the 
organization of the ship trust. Mr. 
Morgan has already called on his syndi- 
cate for twenty-five million dolldrs for 
this purpose and it is stated that he 
will require that much more. 

The reports that plans are well ad- 
vanced for the Atlantic Coast Line to 
take Over a majority interest in Louts- 
ville and Nashville stock Is attributed 
by those in a position to know to the 
fact that the Louisville ang Nashville 
stocks not now controlled by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. either by direct ownership or 
under the option given that firm by the 
interests represented by Gates and Haw- 
ley, will constitute a minority stock. It 
is also said positively that the dividend

Among the heaviest sufferers in today’s 
crash is said to be John W. Gates.

He Mad been 
selling stocks for a month, fairly tum- 
bling them on the market at high 
prices.

New York, September 29.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw, who was in New 
York tonight, has issued a statement in 
which he says that the banks will here- 
after not be required to carry a reserve 
against government deposits secured by 
government bonds. This will make avail- 
able tomorrow over $30,000,000. 

New York, September 29.—Secretary 
Shaw declined to discuss the financial 
situation further than to say that the 
treasury would cooperate, as far as pos- 
sible, with the banks, both east and 
west, in their effort to supply the neces- 
sary credit to do the unprecedented 
amount of business that is taxing rail- 
roads and steamship lines, as well as the 
banks, to the utmost. 

Mr. Shaw said he never had seen any 
g00d reason why banks holding a gov- 
ernment deposit secured by government 
bonds should be required to carry a re- 
serve against it. First, it is a deposit 
not likely to be called in a time of 
stringency, and, second, if called the col- 
lateral will always sell for cash and in 
excess of the deposit. He has since he 
took control of the treasury contemplated 
relieving the banks of this burden. 

The treasury has on deposit with va- 
rious banks scattered throughout the 
country, from Maine to California, and 
from Minnesota to New Orleans, in round 
numbers, $130,000,000, against which they 
have heretofore been compelled to hold 
more than thirty millions of gold, or its 
equivalent. This decision will release that 
much reserve, and thirty millions addi- 
tional credit. 

The secretary sald he would continue 
to make deposit of internal revenue and 
miscellaneous receipts (all available for 
that purpose) practically half a million 
per day, as long as the situation re- 
quired, and if banks were unable to ob- 
tain government bonds to secure the 
same, he would accept the same general 
class of securities, municipal bonds, etc., 
as are made available by the laws of the 
several states for savings banks. On 
this it is not intended to loan dn excess 
of 65 per cent of the par value, and 
nothing will be accepted that has not been 
panic-tried and proven salable for cash 
on call. He said he should, of course, 
determine each case by itself. 

The secretary further said he would ac- 
cept security of the class described above, 
for a portion of the deposit held by each 
bank now holding a government deposit, 
and releAse enough 2 per cent consols to 
cover any increased currency that the 
bank may desire to issue. He has recog- 
nized the possibility of present conditions, 
and, therefore, as early as last July, com- 
menced printing currency preparatory to 
the needs of the banks to handle the in- 
creased business of the fall trade, and has 
on hand ready to be delivered an aggre- 
gate of about $25,000,000. This can be sent 
out at the probable rate of $6,000,000 a day 
if the banks desire to substitute the other 
security above designated for the release 
of the consols.

Washington, September 29.—After the 
president's physicians had dressed his 
wound this morning the following state- 
ment was prepared and issued by Secre- 
tary Cortelyou: 

“The condition of the wound is satis- 
factory. The temperature this morning 
is normal. The patient slept well and at 
present is occupying a rolling chair. He ts 
cheerful and from the beginning has 
shown neither impatience nor restiless- 
ness, but has carried out the directions of 
the physicians with scrupulous care. Since

vate the sac on the 22d instant, which 
lett no wounds, there has been no opera- 
tien until yesterday.’’ 

Surgeon Genera] Rixey, of the navy; 
Surgeon General O'Reilly, of the army; 
Dr. Schaffer the bone. specialist from 
New York, and Dr. Lung were present 
when the wound was dressed. They were 
at the temporary white house, on Jack- 
son place, about three-quarters of an 
hour.

It will begin 
a factorage business on November 1, 1902, 
with a capital of $2,500,000, Its headquar- 
ters will be Jacksonville and it will 
handle naval stores at Savannah, Pensa- 
cola and Fernandina. 

W. C. Powell, président of the South- 
ern Naval Stores Company, of Savannah, 
will, it is understood, be president of the 
big concery. W. F. Coachman, of Jack- 
sonvilleé, and H. B. Bullard, of Sa- 
vannanh, will, it is said, pe vice 
presiderts, amd it ig believed that 
other naval stores men, prominent 
in present companies, will be vice pres- 
idents.

Naval Stores Company will soon begin. 
Notices from the Mutual Naval Stores 
Company, of Jacksonville, have been sent 
out to stockholders, apprising them of 
its. early liquidation. 

The companies that are to be consoli- 

dated into the monster concern are the 
Scuthern Naval Stores Company, of Sa- 
vannah; the Kllis Young Company, of Sa- 
vannah; the Fiorida Naval Stores and 
Commission Company, of Jacksonville; 
the ° Mutual Naval tores Company, 
of Jacksonville; the Gulf Naval Stores 
Company, of Tamp1a, Carabelle and Pen- 
sacola; the West Coast Naval Stores Com- 
pany, of Pensacola. 
These six companies, it is estimated, 
handle the Output’ of over SW naval 
stores producers of (Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama and Mississippi. Altogether 
their business exceeris, during a year, 
800,000 casks of spirits of turpentine and 
1,500,000 barrels of rosin. Aft present values 
this would mean an annual volume of 
about $15,000,000. 

Un Wednesday a meeting will be held 
at Jacksonvifle, at which the articles 
of incorporation tor the new company 
will be finally adopted. Lawyers have 
been at work on them and all of the 
companies interested in the movement 
will be represented at the meeting by 
their chief officers. On Thursday the 
eacivertising of the articles of incorpora- 
tion will probably begin. 

Mr. Powell said today that the naval 
Stores concerns were forced to this step 
by the railroads whose rates have been 
such as tc operage against Savannah, the 
greatest naval stores port of the world.

“I know of no occasion when I have 
been so touched as I have been by your 
presence tonight. This, in itself, would be 
sufficient reward,” said he, in a voice 
which almost quivered with evident emo- 
tion.

Hundreds of/ good laboring 
men are working for me. What is more, 
their good wives are for me. (Applause.) 
I have employed hundreds of laboring 
men in various capacities in my busi- 
ness career and I defy any man to say 
I ever did any wrong to any one of them. 
(Applause.) I always treated them fafr- 
ly and they are my friends. I was con- 
nected with the building committee on the 
two occasions when the Kimball house 
was built and during that time of the 
many men who were at work in various 
capacities no one ever had a kick or a 
complaint to register. !

The one plank that !s testing the ca- 
pacity of the leaders in their ‘desire to 
avoid friction is in the financial plank. 
Those who. two years ago, were insisten: 
upon an indorsement of the Kansas City- 
Chicago plank are equally so now. Kep- 
resentative Sulzer, Norman E. Mack, and 
others who represented for years Mr. 
Bryan's interests here, are insisting that 
the plank shall be outspoken, but the 
other side of the controversy, led by 
Senator Hill, is urging that as fhe so- 
called ‘‘liberal democracy’’ of the state 
has already filed a certificate of nomina- 
tion of an independent state ticket on 
a free silver platform, the convention 
should declare for the gold standard. 

It was learned upon the best authority 
tonight, however, that the party platform 
will contain no allusion to the money 
question and it is believed that’ ali opjec- 
tions to this course will be withdrawn. 

Forecast of Platform. 

So far the platform contains 
planks: 

Canals—A piedge for genera] improve- 
ment of the waterways at the earliest 
possible momrnt by bond!ng the state. 

Trusts—Advocating fecieral interference 
and control of the “great monopolies 
that threaten the people by controlling 
the prices of the necessities of iite;’’ de- 
nouncing the ‘“‘meat trust,” and “coal 
trust" specifically, and alleging tnat they 
are the results of maladministration of 
affairs Dy republican admunistrators. 

The Tariff—Caliing for a revision of the 
tariff in the most complete form, taking 
the duty off such commodities as are 
necessary for public use, Dut protecting 
American wcrkingmen where such pro- 
tection is inimical to the interest of the 
masses. 

Philippines—Denouncing the acquisition 
of the Philippines and the continuance of 
military controi, calling attention to the 
alleged lack of humanitarian methods in 
the conduct of the war and demanding 
freedor: for the inhabitants. 

Cuba—Accusing ti: fedaral government 
of failure to Keep its promises in Cuba 
and in deceiving the people by announc- 
ing independence for the island while still 
continuing military control. 

The administration of President Roose- 
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Famous French Novelist Found: Asphyxiated — \ His 
Bed--His Wife Is in a Serious Condition, bu 
Will Probably Recover. 


Paris, September 29.—Emile Zola, the 
novelist, who gained additional promi- 
nence in recent years because of his de- 
fense of the Jews and of former Captain 
Dreyfus, was found dead in his Paris 
house this morning. Asphyxiation, re- 
sulting from the fumes from a stove in 
his bed room, is given as the cause of 
death. 

M. Zola and this wife retired at 10 
o'clock last night. Madame Zola was 
seriously ill when the room was broken 
{nto this morning. At about noon she 
was removed to a private hospital, where 
she recovered consciousness for a short 
time and was able briefly to explain to 
a magistrate what had happened. M. and 
Madame Zola returned to Paris from 
their country house at Medan yesterday. 
Owing to a sudden spell of cold weather, 
the heating stove in their bed room was 
ordered to be lighted. The stove burned 
badly, and the pipes of the stove are 
said to have been out or order. 

To the magistrate Mme. Zola explained 
that she woke early this morning with a 
splitting headaehe.,She wakened her 
husband and asked him to open a win- 
dow. She saw him rise and attempt to 
move toward a window, but he staggered 
and fell to the floor unconscious. Mme. 
Zola fainted at the same moment, and 
was, therefore, unable to give the alarm. 

Mme. Zola does not yet know of her 
husband’s death, and it is feared she may 
suffer a relapse when informed of it. It 
is thought tonight, however, that she will 
recover. 

Tragedy Causes a Sensation. 

The death of M. Zola, which became 
generally known only late this afternoon, 
has caused a great sensation in Paris, 
and this evening there was a constant 
stream of callers at the Zola residence. 
M. Zola’s body lies upon a divan in the 


center of the spacious drawing room of 


his house, under a@ canopy of rare and 
ancient hangings. The body is covered 
with a sheet, and electric lamps throw 
their vivid light upon the wax-like feat- 
ures of the dead. 

The servants of the Zola household, not 
hearing any movement in their master's 
apartment this morning, entered the bed 
room at half past 9 o’clock, and found M. 
Zola lying with his head and shoulders on 
the floor and his legs on the bed. Doc- 
tors were summoned, but they failed to 
resuscitate him. 

Mme. Zola was unconscious, but, af- 
ter prolonged efforts on the part of phys- 
iclans, she showed signs of life; but it 
was some time before she became con- 
scious. 

A slight odor of carbonic gas was 
noticed when the servants broke into the 
bed room. From the position of M. Zola’s 
body it was evident that he tried to rise, 
but had been overcome by the fumes 
from the defective stove. The servants 
immediately opened the bed room win- 
dows and sent for physicians. A com- 
missary of police was also summoned. 

Suicide Not Likely. 

It was reported here during the day 
that there were evidences of suicide in 
the death of M. Zola. Nothing has so far 
developed to substantiate this theory, and 
the statement made by Mme. Zola to the 
magistrate seems to disprove it. M. Zola 
dined with a good appetite yesterday 
evening, and the servants of the house- 
hold ate of the same dishes. No unusual 
sound was heard from the bed room dur- 
ing the night. Two little dogs belonging

to the Zolas passed the night in their 
masters’ bed room. They’™ were alive this 
morning. It is believed they owe their 
lives to the fact that one slept on the 
bed and the other on a chair, thus 
escaping the heavy carbonic gas which 
settled near the floor. A druggist, who 
was the first to arrive at the house to 
attend M. Zola and his wife, said: 
“When I entered the bed room, M. 
Zola was lying partly on the floor. No 
especial odor, likely to cause asphyxia- 
tion, was distinguishable. M. and Mme. 
Zola did not present, exclusively, symp- 
toms of asphyxiation. Their faces were 
contorted and their lips were bloodless, 
but not violet colored. I think the acct- 
dent was probably caused by the Zolas 
inhaling heavy carbonic gas, which lay 
mainly below the level of the high bed. 
This would account for Mme. Zola’s es- 
cape. They were not suffocated on the 
bed. M. Zola was awakened by the ef- 
fects ‘the gas, and tried to-rise, but he 
Ww. O&cized with vomiting, fainted and fell 
the floor, where he was suffocated. 
Mme. Zola was also overcome by the 
gas, but to a less degree than her hus- 
band.’’ 


Two Little Dogs Escaped. 

The commissary of police, who was 
Summoned to the Zola residence, said in 
his report to the prefect ot Paris: 

“The heating stove was not lighted, 
and there was no odor of gas. It is be- 
lieved that M. Zola’s death was due to 
accidental poisoning by drugs. ‘I'wo little 
dogs found in the bed room are alive 

In a second report, the commissary of 
police indorsed the medical opinion that 
M. Zola’s death was accidental and due 
to asphyxiation, 

Dr. Leyrmanmd, who attended M. and 
Mme, Zola, is quoted as “ying in an 
interview published this afternoon, that 
the heating stove wag still warm when 
he entered the room. 

The prefect of Paris has ordered the 
city architect to examine the bed room 
in which M. Zola died, and has issued 
instructions that analysis be. made of his 
blood and of the atmosphere in his 
recom. 

M. Zola had been resting from literary 
work sinc. he finished his book called 
“The ‘Ilruth,” which 1g being published 
in serial form in I'he Aurore. 

The obituary notices pay 
M. Zola’s high literary talent. 

The Temps says French letters have suf- 
fered a loss which will be Keénly felt. 

The newspapers judge M. Zoila’s role 
in the Dreyfus affair according to polit- 
ical bias. 4 

It is now stated that Mme. Zola was 
informed of the death of her husband 
before she left the house for the hospital. 
She at first refused to believe the news, 
and was terribly affected. She did not 
wish to leave the house, but the physi- 
cians finally persuaded her to allow her- 
self to be removed to the hogpital. 

A large crowd asembled in front of the 
Zola residence this evening. Among fhe 
callers at the house were almost all the 
uierary celebrities of Paris.

from his. father hig exuberance of imag- 
ination, and from his mother his intellect 
and taste for the realities. 

For a long time he allowed himself to 
be a supposed southerner. In reality, he 
was born in Paris April 2, 140. Hut ajeut 
the same time circumstances obliged his 
family to move to Aix in Provence. It 
Wag there that he passed his infancy. He 
returned to Paris at 17. His youth was 
shaped in the midst of the privations of 
poverty. ‘Twice refused at the examina- 
tion for the baccalaureate, it was only 
after hard experiences that he finally 
found suitable employment in the large 
publishing house of Ffachett. 

In his initial volume—the drama 
“Contes a Nanon’’—with its rather af- 
fected fancy and sentimentality, none of 
the distinctive characteristics of his fu- 
ture taient are revealed. 

It was in 1869 that Emile Zola deter- 
mined the plan of a cycle of studies in 
which he would have the life of the 
second empire recounted ‘by its persen- 
ages with thg aid of their individual 
dramas.’ For this purpose he imagined 
a family, the family of the Rougon- 
Macquarts. He began by making it 
spring from diseased physical conditions, 
and, basing his work upon studies that 
pushed to their extreme consequences 
the doctrines of heredity, he proposed to 
develop ‘“‘the slow succession of nervous 
and sanguinous accidents which declare 
themselves in a race r a first organic 
lesion.” In one single family then he 
would show all the physiological states, 
he would show there at the same time 
all the social conditions, 

The fall of the second empire, coming 
just as Zola was bexinning the series 
of Rougon-Macquart, condemned him to 
a labor henceforth as arduous as it was 
fruitless. In order to paint society be- 
fore 1870, it happened that he was forced 
to utilize more recent notes and events, 
so that he ends by giving a true ac- 
count neither of the epoch in which he 
was interested nor of the subsequent 
years. 

It were wearisome to enumerate the 
flagrant errors which, among landscapes 
vigorously brushed in, and full of 
charm, and among scenes exhiwvited in 
intense relief, swarm across the pages 
of “La Curee,” ‘“‘La Faute de Tl Abbe 
Mouret,” ‘Son Excellence, Eugene Rou- 
gon,” and “Nana.” ‘Pot Bouile’’ pro- 
claims the ambition to present to tne 
bourgeoise world a faithful image of the 
bourgeoise. The artifice of the composi- 
tion and the dissimilitude of many of 
its episodes are constantly emphasized 
by a crudity of language as far as pos- 
sible removed from the hypocritically 
decent habits of his models. Nor is he 
more veracious in “La Terre” when he 
attributes to the peasants of Beauce 
speech of an exaggerated obscenity little 
in keeping with their customary crafty 
discretion. When forcing hig talent a 
little later he attempted to show him- 
s@if capable ef a flight in the serene 
regions of sng sas “Le Reve”’—he suc- 
ceeded ‘only in involving himself in 
childish intprobabilities. In “La Bete 
Humaine’ Lombroso, one of the masters 
of whom he thought himself emulous, 
pointed out the weakness of his portraits 
of criminals, 

For some time indeed the novelist had 
evinced premonitory symptoms of a cer- 
tain evolution. In the new cycle of Trois 
Villes (three cities) it seems as if a 
certain kind of candid optimism had at- 
tenuated his former black pessimism, as 
if some vague belated sensibility had 
come to him.

Lose Money. 

Raleigh, N. C., Septernber 29.—(Special.) 
The combination, trust, if one may so 
term it, formed by the mills of the Amer- 
ican and Imperial tobacco companies is 
giving the ware houses and the tobacco 
growers in North Carolina no little con- 
cern.

This year there wag a: large in- 
crease in acreage, and prices have been 
extremely remunerative.

Not Having Complied With Law, 
Pipkin’s Name Will Not Appear 
on Tickets—If lt Does, 
Ballots Will” Be 
Thrown Out. 


Jackson, Miss., September - 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In blissful ignorance of the pro- 
visions of Mississippi's new primary law 
requiring all \pafty nominations to be 
made by primary within a specified time, 
the republicans of the fourth congressional 
district have put their heads together 
and brought forth a candidate for con- 
gress in the person of Mr. Pipkin, of 
Yalobusha couufy, and he is offered as 
an opponent of Hon. W. 8S. Hill, the 
democratic nominee. : 

Mr. Pipkin’s name will not get on the 
regular ticket at the November election, 
owing to the fact that he is not regularly 
chosen, and all ballots cast for him will 
be promptly thrown out by the judges and 
clerks of the election. 

This is the only congressional candidate 
placed in the fleld by the republicans. At 
the election two years ago three nominees 
of the party were on the ticket, and re- 
ceived a scattering vote. The effort of 
President Roosevelt to launchh a white 
republican party in this state has thus 
far not met with success cf the kind that 
might be called encouraging. 

Starting Campaign Early. 

A hue and cry is being set up in sev- 
eral parts of the state against the prema- 
ture opening of the campaign for gov- 
ernor and consequent formation of minor 
political alliances. 

The argument is being strongly = ad- 
vanced that the fight ought to be dropped 
until next February at least, and that 
the candidates who are now industriously 
engaged in touring the state should go 
home and behave themselves until it is 
the proper time to launch the fight.

GRAVES ROBBED 
BY BLACK BAND 


Seven Negroes Are Under 
Arrest for Ghoulish Work 
at Indianapolis, 


Indianpolis, Ind., September 29—Whole- 
Sale robbery of graves in the cemeteries 
about Indianapolis, which has been go- 
ing on for some time, was brought to a 
close early this morning by the arrest of 
a gang of seven negroes. Warrants were 
also issued today for a prominent physi- 
cian, the demonstrator of anatomy in 
the Central College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, in which two stolen bodies were 
found about ten days ago; an interne in 
the college and the janitor of the college. 
The negroes under arrest are: 

Walter Daniels, Sol Grady, Sam Martin, 
Garfield Buckner, William Jones, Rufus 
Cantrell and Isham Donnell. All live in 
Indianapolis. 

Rufus Cantrell made a complete con- 
fession and implicated the others. He 
said the demonstrator accompanied the 
negroes on several of the grave-robbing 
expeditions. 

Nearly one hundred graves, it is said, 
have been robbed by the ghouls during the 
last three month. The detectives say the 
negroes were armed with shotguns and 
equipped with horses and wagons. The 
bodies were sold to different colleges, 
which opened their winter terms last 
week. The deteetives say that a com- 
plete investigation will probably show 
that even the graves in Crown Hill were 
desecrated by the ghouls. Cantrell said 
that he and the other negroes visited 
Mount Jackson cemetery almost every 
time any one was buried in the place. 
“‘We pretty near cleaned that place out,” 
|he said. “I don’t believe that we have 
missed any body that has been buried 
there since July.” 

When the negroes were brought into 
court all weakened and confessed that 
they were members of an organized gang 
of ghouls. 

Mount Jackson, a cemetery just across 
the river, west of the city, has been left 
practically empty by the grave robbers. 

“Rufus’’ was the pass word at the med- 
ical college and when it was uttered by 
the returning ghouls the doors of the col- 
lege would always be opened without 
questioning. The statement that Crown 
Hill, one of the best guarded cemeteries 
in the United States, has probably been 
invaded by the grave robbers, nas caused 
indignation. One of the ghouls said it 
usually took about twenty-five minutes 


to rob a grave.

Editor Constitution—We have noticed the 
communicetion from Messrs. John Murphy, T. 
D. Meador and John McKeldin which was re- 
cently published in your Sunday’s paper, and 
think, as citizens of that section of the city 
adjacent tu the crematory and the mouth of 
the sewer in question, and in justice to the 
{fesue involved, that we should give the public 


a few facts. 

And firs:, permit us to say that it has 
never been charged that efther one of these 
gentlemen has done anything wrong. They 
state that they purchased their stock in the 
Lester Furnace Company since the Ist of July 
last, when the evidence in the Investigation 
before the board of health clearly established 
the fact that the pire which connected the 
tank of the crematory with the sewer was 
placed there in a week or so after the crema- 
tory was erected. 

No one has ever cherged either one of these 
gentlemen of -knowing ofthe pipe, or having 
anything to do with it, but that does not 
change the status of the case. The pipe was 
there, nevertheless. It was there when they 
purchased their interest in the crematory and 
ro nained there until Mr. Nym Hurt and his 
ci ‘mittee from tle board of health had it 
du, «1p \some § feet out of the ground. It was 
& it- eS in diameter and a terra cotta pipe, 
just = 3s charged before the board of health. 
Since ‘e pipe has been taken up there has 
come 1 fief to our homes. We.can keep our 
windows up ani stay in our houres. 

These gentiemen say this was an ‘“‘unwar- 
ranted assault"’ from their ‘‘competitors.""’ We 
are of the opinion that If they had lived in 
our secthon when that pipe connected the tank 
of the crematory with the sewer they would 
have been convinced that whatever action has 
been taken has not only been justified, but 
warranted. The investigation was not by any 
competitor, or an assault, but by citizens and 
taxpayers to protect their homes. 

Permit us to say that we do not desire to 
destroy any min’s property or property rights, 
and if these gentlemen will purchase fuel 
enough to cremate and not let the night soil 
be run off into e sewer on our homes, as we 
claimed was ne by the pipe referred to, we 
will be pleased to give them credit for so doing. 
In other words, since these gentlemen have 
purchased stock in the crematory, if they wil! 
have it run so as not to be a nuisance, then 
should be protected in their - property 
rights, otherwise the law should prevent its 
further operation. This is justice to their 
vested rights and money and to our homes, 

But to regort to platitudes of ‘assault.’’ “‘un- 
warranted’ attacks by competitors, does not 
meet the issue. The pipe was there, and we 
realized the effects of it in our homes. 

We respectfully request that you give this 
the same space in your columns as you did 
the card from the gentlemen referred to.

Having last week paid ten thousand 
dollars or more for the fun of seeing

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The Case of Judge Parker. 

The democrats of New York, it ap- 
aoke would unanimously tender the 
nomination for the governorship to 
Chief Judge Alton B. Parker, but the 
latter emphatically says that he will 
not accept {t. His excuse is that he 
prefers to remain in his present juti- 
cial position. 

The real reason for his refusal is, 
perhaps, that he doesn’t want to be 
Van Wycked out of his comfortable 
and lucrative job. But he shoulf not 
be too dogged in his treatment of ‘the 
wishes of his party compatriots. But 
for them’ he would not have had his 
present position. He owes his exalta- 
tion to their favor and votes and for 
that he owes them some deference to 
their wishes when they count him 
thereby available for another leader- 
ship, even though it may not be a suc- 
cessful venture. Judge Augustus Van 
Wyck sacrificed his judicial position 
to conform’ with the wishes of the par- 
ty and so showed himself a good par- 
tisan and a good patriot. Judge Park- 
er should not’ be too selfish to follow 
so distinguished a precedent. 

If, however, it be true that Judge 
Parker aspires to the nomination for 
the presidency by the national democ- 
racy and fears that a defeat for the 
governorship of New York would hurt 
his prestige, he is on dangerous 
ground. His refusal to yield his per- 
sonal comfort and ambitions to the 
unanimous voice of his party at this 
juncture in New York is more likely 
to damage him in the esteem of the 
democrats of the nation than any de- 
feat, after a valiant battle, that the 
republicans might put on him. In 
skulking from the dread of the latter 
he is more than likely to convince the 
democrats of the nation at large that 
he is not the right man to lead a pres- 
idential contest. 
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Nothing To Be Amazed About. 

The Boston Herald professes to be 
amazed by the indifference with 
which leading republican statesmen 
and journals treat the throwing out of 
the negroes from representation in re- 
cent republican conventions in the 
south. The Herald has always under- 
stood—and how could it do else, see- 
ing that it is of Boston—that the re- 
publican party has had one paramount 
mission from its foundation and that 
to nurse, aliment, organize and vote 
the negro for the g. o. p. 

We can understand how The Herald 
feels about it. So far as the south is 
concerned the republican party has al- 
ways stuck to its salient idea of put- 
ting and keeping “black heels on 
white necks.” Not that, for many 
years past, the party could carry its 
peint or even hoped 80 much, but 
because it knew that to profess that 
object would please the negrophiles 
of the north and keep them in line 
for the party in that region where it 
must find the votes to maintain itself 
in nationa] supremacy. 

But now, in many southern states, 
the negro by his conditions under the 
suffrage laws is self-disfrancaised. 
As a voter for any sort of effective- 
ness he ig a negligible quantity. If he 
cannot vote, what claim can he prefer 
to a determining place in the party 
|} conventions? Just politics, whether 
north or south, east or west, are run 
on the basis that those only who are 
qualified to vote are qualified to sit 
in conventions and give the Yoices for 
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only 3,000 negroes registered as qual- 
ified voters, the situation was present- 
ed to the republicans of that state in 
this shape: Either the negroes must 
be ignored, or they must be allowed to 
control the party decisions in the 
state. The leaders are white men, 
many of them ere wealthy and infiu- 
ential, and some of them engaged-in 
'the greater industries of the state. 
Therefore they assumed their right’ to 
| speak for the republicans of the state 
who can vote and to cut off from rep- 
resentation the negro contingent of 
the party that cannot vote. 

Why such action by southern white 
republicans of character and princi- 
ples should be so amazing to The 
Boston Herald is only amusing to 
those who understand the situation 
as it really is. These southern repub- 
jueene are only treating the negro as 
the northern republican treats the un- 
qualified white man. If both the one 
and the other are too shiftless, un- 
patriotic and unconcerned in public 
affairs to get to himself the qualifica- 
tions and registration of voters they 
must be tabooed. Politics is the 
business of those who have the intel- 
ligence, the public spirit and the stake 
in affairs that will confer electoral 
privilege. Since the great masses of 
the negroes in the south possess none 
of those qualifications it seems but 
natural, logical and politically wise 
that the white republicans should cut 
them out of the account. 


- 
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The Industrial South. 

It is significant that the presses and 
public men of the country are s0 gen- 
erally substituting the phrase “the in- 
dustrial south” for those other too 
familiar descriptives—the new south, 
the solid south and the reactionary 
south! 

The south is doing well. She has 
had a long and serious struggle to 
clear away the rubbish of the great 
revolution through which she passed 
during four years of war, twelve years 
of reconstruction and as many years 
more of readjustment to the changed 
conditions of her people, her labor 
system, ‘her political pacifications and 
the development of industries in the 
midst of her resources. 

But those periods are now past his- 
tory and the south is throbbing from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande with 
the enthusiasm of practical endeavor. 
Her people are realizing their power 
to organize, develop. and reap the 
profits of industries they once thought 
impossible. They are finding capital 
both at home and abroad, and inspir- 
ing and becoming inspired with the 
confidence that wins. 

The record of the industrial prog- 
ress of the south grows larger and 
more satisfying every week. New 
mills, foundries, factories and crafts 
are being built and operated—and yet 
all men say we are but in the infancy 
of our growth in those matters. The 
industrial south will soon become a 
forceful factor in the national field of 
production and competition and in 
that day her. influence upon national 
policies will be even as in the days of 
old, when her statesmen were leaders 
and her verdicts were irresistible,

EX-MAYOR HUFF OF MACON 


Writes a Strong Card in Be- 
half of Captain Howell’s 
Candidacy. 

To the People of Atlanta: The spirit of 
a true and tried friendship coupled with 
my knowledge of the man moves me to 
write a few plain words in behalf of my 
old friend, Captain Evan P. Howell. And,

I am a strong believer in native brains 
and home-made: backbone. With plenty 
of both, almest any man will make a 
good mayor. Without either or both, no 
man can be made to fill that office witn 
eredit to himself or satisfaction to his 
constituents. That Captain Howell is 
fully endowed on both of. these lines, no 
man can question. His competitors may 
be equally ffvored in this respect, but 1 
am not sufficiently acquainted with either 
of them to speak with authority. And, 
without the desire or intention of writing 
@ word that could be tortured or twi8ted 
into the disparagement of either, 1 want 
to say in the full frankness of friendship 
and sober earnestness of truth, that 1 
have been a close observer of Atlanta 
men, Atlanta methods and Atlanta move- 
ments for more than forty years, and if 
there is a man living who has dane more 
fur the rapid progress and neaitniui dae- 
velopment of that. city than Kvan P. 

If 
there 1s @ man now living within the 
corporate limits of that great city Who 
knows better than he does what the peo- 
ple want and when they should have it, 
voen | have never seen or heard of him. 
if there is@ man in Atlanta whose mental 
manhood and business judgment and in- 
tegrity can be more tully trusted and 
depended on in times of great peril or 
emergency, then I would like to have him 
pointed gut. That Captain Howell pos- 
sesses in a high degree every qualifica- 
tion that fits.a man for the high office to 
which he now aspires will doybtless be 
admitted by his werst political enemy. 
What, then, shall it profit Atlanta men 
to vote him down at the coming election 
and ‘refuge him the honor and dény him 
the high privilege of presiding over the 
city in which his life, his talents and his 
money have all been spent? 

Conspicuous as may have been his other 
virtues, none have been more marked 
than thig strict devotion to public duty 
and his perfect loyalty to every trust 
whenever and wherever Atlanta’s intef- 
ests have been involved. When we -add 
to these vimfues that rare native ability 
so peculiar to the man about whom I now 
write, it seems to me that the common 
purpose, common interest and common 
pride of Atlanta people should be to make 
him the executive of their great and 
growing city. 

City government is fast becoming the 
greatest political problem of our day, and 
next to the election of our governors 
comes that of making our mayors. In- 
deed, I am net sure but that the selection 
of our city. executives is the more im- 
portant of the two. The placing of great 
big men in the mayor's chair of every 
large city in Georgia would do mere than 
everything elee toward clearing up the 
business and political atmosphere of the 
state. 

If Evan P. Howell was ever found at 
the tail end of any procession ever formed 
in the interests of Atlanta and her peo- 
ple, I never heard of jt. If he ever strad- 
dled a business or political proposition 
that meant great good for his city, I am 
not aware of it. He has spent as little 
time on the fence waiting for something 
to turn up as any man I ever knew, and

Uccur Tomorrow 


All Is in Readiness for the Voting. 
Primary Polls Open at 7 a. 
m. and Close at 7 p. m. 
Election Polls Close 
an Hour Earlier.

The city campaign will end tonight. 
The primary takes place tomorrow, ang 
Atlanta’s next mayor will be nominated 
at that time. In addition, two aldermen, 
seven councilmen,.and all the ministerial 
Officers will also be nominated. 

Besides the primary, a special city 
election will be held for the purpose of 
eiecting a member of council from the 
seventh ward to succeed Captain Evan P. 
Howell, resigned. Burgess Smith is the 
only candidate for the office, as he was 
stiected by the citizens of West Knd for 


the place. 

The special election will be separate and 
distinct from the primary. There will be 
separate managers and clerks for all of 
the voting places. The polls for the pri- 
mary and the election wil] be located as 
close together as possibte so that voters 
who desire to cast ballots in both will be 
put to little inconvenience. The state 
election will also take piace tomorrow. 

When Polls Close. 

The polls for the primary will open 
at 7 o'clock a. m. and will close at 7 
o'clock p. m., while thosé for the special 
city election and the state election will 
open at 7 o’clocK, a. m. and will close at 
6 o'clock, p. M., a8 required by law. 

There are 8,381 voters registered to taka 
part In the special election, while about 
8,181 are qualified for the primary. Only 
white voters are entitled to cast ballots in 
the primafy, and there are something like 
15Q@ negroes registered to vote in the spe- 
cial election. 

Thursday at noon the city executive 
committee will meet at the city hail for 
the purpose of consolidating the primary 
returns and announcing the names of the 
nominees of the party. ‘he regular city 
election managetfs will also meet the day 
after the election to consolidate the vgtes 
cast in the’ special election and publish 
the result. ' 

This evening at 7:30 o’clock the mem- 
bers of the subcommittee of the city 
executive committee and primary mana- 
gers and clerks will méet in the council 
chamber at the city hal) for the purpose 
of arranging the final details for the 
primary. The managers and Clerks will 
be instructed as to their duties. Sever- 
al of those who have been appointed find 
it impossible to serve and their places 
will be filled by the committee. 

The final public speeches of the cam- 
paign will be delivered tonight by Alder- 
man Harvey Johnson apd Alderman 
James G. Woodward. Mr. Johnson speaks 
at the Grand, under the auspices of the 
Young Men's Johnson Club, while Mr. 
Woodward will address the voters of his 
home ward at Cline’s hall, on Kast Hun- 
ter street.

Four to One Posted That 
Johnson Carries Not a 
Ward, 


TWO TO ONE ON HOWELL 
AGAINST BOTH OPPONENTS 


Considerable Interest Manifested 
Among Those Who Are Watch- 
ing Wagers—Postings at 
Silverman’s and Schaul 
and May’s. 


The betting on the mayoralty race show- 
ed greater strength for Captain Howell 
yesterday than atany time since the be- 
ginning of the campaign. The odds which 


| have beea posted at Silverman’s were in- 


creased yesterday, four to one, on the 
wager that Hervey Johnson would not 
carry a single ward in the city. The 
pcsted «fferirg was $400 to $100 that Mr. 
Johnson would not carry any one of the 
Seven wards in the city—a four to one 
proposition. Several days ago, when this 
offering was first posted, it was as an 
éven proposition that Johnson would not 
carry a single ward. The next day the 
odds were raised, two to one, the next 
day three to one, and yesterday the of- 
fering was four to_one, which had one 
taker, immediately upon which the offer 
was posted again without takers up to 
midnight. 


Two to One, Howell Against Field. 

There has also been conspicuously post- 
ed at Silverman’s for several days a prop- 
osition of $500 to §260 that Captain Howell 
will get more votes than the ather two 
candidates combined. This was originally 
posted as an even wager on Howell 
against the field, and it was later raised 
to a two to’one proposition, put there 
has béen no takepfs. 

Another proposition posted at Silver- 
man’s yesterday was that out of the to- 
tal registration of 8,300, the combined vote 
of Johnson and Woodward would not 
reach 3,710. 

Posted at Schaul and May’s. 

Across the street, at Schaul & May’s, 
the odds were even greater in Captain 
Howell's favor on the combined vote of 
Johnson and Woodward. Yesterday at 
noon Schaul & May posted for a cus- 
tomer an offefing that out of the total 
registration of 8,300 votes, the total com- 
bined vote of Woodward and Johnson 
would not reach 2,500. 

“This offering,’ said Henry Schaul last 
night, ‘‘was posted at the request of a 
customer, who has left the money with 
me. lt is here swbject to the call of any- 
body who wants to take if, but there have 
been no symptoms of any acceptance as 
yet.”’ 

Hafry Silverman, in speaking of the 
offering posted at his place, said: 

“They are simply expfessions of cus- 
tomers who are willing to back their 
juagment and Who have put their money 
with me. 1 am simply acting as agent 
in the matter, and, while I have nothing 
directly to do with the bets, I will gay 
that if anybouly Wants to take any of the 
three propositions at my place al] they 
bave to do ig tO let me Know and the 
money is in my handg to accommodate 
them."”’ 

As to the General Betting. 

The above offerings may be said to cov- 
er, in a genéral way, the sentiment as 
expressed among those who are offering 
wagers. Quite & number of small wagers 
have been placed on the size of the total 
vote, the strength that would be develop- 
ed by the respective candidates in the 
balloting, and the jiké, and many Wagers 
have been made on the other races for 
city® positions. More interest, however, 
attaches to the mayofralty race than to 
the others. 


[A REPLY TO JUDGE ROSS. 


Manager of Judge Candler’s Cam- 
paign Writes In Card. 
To the People of Georgia: In The At- 
lanta Constitution of last Sunday there 
appeared an interview from: Judge John 
P. Ross, wherein he chatges Judge John

gullty of unfairness in 
procuring tickets to be distributed, hav- 
ing his own name thereon and without 
having printed thereon the name of his 
opponent, 
J Candler has had but little to 
sa hrough the papers in this cam- 
paign. I, as manager of his campaign, 
have published nothing, and have caused 
nothing to be published. While&kwe fully 
appreciate the good will of the press, 
and did not underestimate its influence, 
and were gratefui for the many kindly 
things said and done in Judge Candler’s 
behalf, we preferréd to conduct the cam- 
paign directly with the people as far as 
practicable. It would possibly be best, 
viewed from the standpoint of policy, 
to continue to keep silent and to leave 
the ee to rebuke, by their votes on 
next ednesday, the man who has seen 
fit to run into prt with his childish 
charges. It may be that charity ought 
to accord to the vanquished the right to 
Say unkind things of his successful op- 
ponent. The history of mankind began 
with an excuse, and possibly this last 
refuge ought not to be taken from 
Judge Ross; for he will have need to 
explain, after,.the votes are counted, why 
he received so few and his opponent re- 
ceived so many. But a just and proper 
regard for the good opinion of men, it 
seems to me, calls for a reply. Let us 
consider these charges in their order. 

It is true that Judge Candler continues 
to hold the office of judge of the superior 
court, and, at the same time, is a can- 
didate for the office of associate justice 
of the supfeme ¢ourt. In this course 
he has many illustrious precedents. With 
this simple statement we might safely 
rest. But there are other good reasons 
why he should not resign just at this 
time. For he has pending before him 
several motions and other matters of like 
kind, already heard and considered in 
part, but not finally disposed of. To 
resign before finall¥ disposing of these 
matters. thus standing in this shape, 
would be to put Utigants and lawyers 
to great inconvenience, expense and 
trouble.. He cannot afford to please Judge 
Ross by discomfiting and inconvenienc- 
ing 80 many others whose good will he 
appreciates even more than he regrets 
the criticisms of Judge Ross, 

The latter seems to think that Judge 
Candler ought to resign, regardless of 
the public inconventence, in order that 
the contest for the supreme court judge- 
ship may. be waged on an equality. 
They would not be equals even if Judge 
Candler held no office, and was a candi- 
date from the ranks of private citizen- 
Ship. With equal justice Judge Ross 
might complain that by diligent effort his 
opponent had acquired a more profound 
knowledge of the law than he had and 
ask him to forget a part of what he 
knew in order that they might be on an 
equality in ability. With equal justice 
he might truthfully complain that Judge 
Candler hag so demeanéd himself as to 
ain the friendship and the esteem of a 
arger number of men, and for this reason 
should go out and insult some of these 
friends in order to be on an equality 
with Judge Ross in pularity. Besides, 
if my meffory is not woefully at fault, 
Judge R@s would now be holding the 
office of judge of the city court of Macon 
but for the fact that he was defeated 
in his race for reappointment. If my 
recollection serves me right, Judge Ross, 
while judge of the city court of Macon, 
was a candidate to succeed Judge John 
L. Hardeman on the superior court 
bench, filed his application for appoint- 
ment and was defeated for the same by 
the almost unanimous action of the Ma- 
con bar indorsing Judge Felton. Carried 
to its logical conclusion, Judge Ross’ 
contention would pfevent any man being 
a candidate to surceed himself, and 
means that he objects to an election 
by the people of ‘the judiciary of the 
state. it will require a change of the 
constitution to effect his desires. This 
may be accomplished, but in my opinion 
the people will net spetdily make the 
change for the: accommogation.ef. Judge 
Ross. If he. ever resigned any office f 
never heard of the fact. 

What of the second charge? 

It is true that during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war Judge Candler was the colonel 
ot a regiment of Georgia volunteers, and 
for about three months drew pay from 
the United States. it is also true that 
during these three months he was judge 
of the superior court and drew pay trom 
the state of Georgia. But, for the most 
part, this was during the summer, when 
no courts were in sessfon. in every in- 
stance; where it was proper to hold courts, 
he procured the services of a competent 
judge and the courts were held. No one 
suffered by reason of this. No one com- 
plained. The public business was proper- 
ly attended to to the complete satisfaction 
ot the public. Since when did Judge Hoss 
become the guardian of the people of the 
Stone Mountain circuit? Since when did 
he wake up and find out that, in the 
summer of 1X98, for a short while, Judge 
Candler held two offices? If he be the 
guardian of the people ne ougnt to have 
complained while the mischief was in 
progress, but instead he waits four years 
to fell them that they have been wronged. 

What of the third charge? 

Let the whole truth be told. At first we 
wrote into every coutty in the state, ask- 
ing that Judge Cansler’s name appear 
upon the tickets of ail local candidates, 
and offering to pay a tair proportion of 
the expense of printing. We said not 4a 
word about either putting on or leaving 
off the names of his opponents. itn most 
of the counti*s we were assured that tick- 
ets would be printed as requested; and, 
in many instances, without cost. KH rom a 
few counties we got no reply. ina few 
counties we found that tickets were being 
distributed besring the name of either 
Judge Kussell or Judge Hoss, and with- 
out the name of Judge Candler. I have 
ncw in my possession some of these 
tickets showing the name of Judge Ross 
without the names of any of his op- 
renents. After this information came to 
us our friends begin to leave off the 
names of the cpponents of Judge Candler. 
Why not? We were fizhting with the 
very weapons inventéesl and procured by 
our adversaries and their allies. We also 
promptiy prepared tickets and sent them 
into every county where we had reason to 
believe that the opponerts of Judge 
Candler were causing his name to be lett 
off the tickets of the local candidates 
for county offices. Of course, we did 
not print J'wige Hoss’ name upon these 
tickets that we had prepared and paid 
fcr. But we 41d not complain that his 
friends tad rendered it necessary for us 
to follow this course.
